AMI—A telephone warning to the nearby suburban Coral 


Gables police station that the Jewish center was going to be 
pombed, preceded the explosion at the Tifereth Israel Northside 
Jewish Center, it was learned this week. 


Immediately on receipt of the 
the Coral Gables Jewish Center, 
and notified the Miami bureau of 
fire prevention. No watch was sta- 
tioned at the buildings housing 
Jewish institutions in Miami how- 
ever. 

Has Only 125 Members 

The Tifereth Israel Center, 
which was to be dedicated on 
July 4, is a small Conservative 
congregation with about 125 
members. 

Another development in the 
ease was the disclosure that sev- 
eral members of the congregation 
escaped serious injury several 
months ago when a rifle shot 
shattered a rear window while 
a meeting was in progress in the 
uncompleted center. Police who 
were called, were unable to 
locate the rifleman, and the mat- 
ter was dropped.

The dynamiting left a gaping 
hole in the reinforced concrete 
and caused damage to plumbing 
and newly-set concrete block 
walls. The 10 p.m. explosion 
alarmed a large number of resi- 
dents over an extensive area. 

Several teen-age high school 
and college students, interrogated 
by police confessed dynamiting 
several public schools and a hotel 
in the Miami area, but denied 
having anything to do with the 
Tifereth Israel blast.

All the other rabbis, he declared, 
met death in the Jasenovac con- 
centration camp with the rest of 
the Jews of Croatia. 


Artukovich is living here with 
his brother, John, by whom he 
is employed, who is a partner in 
a large construction firm.

TELLS READERS CANNOT EXPECT US 
T0 LOOK DISPASSIONATELY ON JESUS 


by HELEN COHEN 

HAVE a clipping sent by Mrs. Ada H. Clark of Jerome, 
Wi ‘acho, an old subscriber who has contributed to this corner 
pefore. If I recall correctly, Mrs. Clark is a convert to Judaism 
and the clipping she sends at this time has to do with a group 
jn Israel who call themselves the Union of Mes- = 
sianic Jews, and who find that they are not too 
well received. This group, according to its offi- 
cial report, “believe in Jesus as their promised 
Savior, accept both Testaments, but do not be- 
fieve in all the doctrines which the Gentile 
churches have evolved. Their understanding of 
the person and teaching of the Moschiach 
(Jesus) is purely Jewish.” 

Mrs. Clark doesn’t say so, but we assume HELEN COHEN 
she is in sympathy with this group. 

What Mrs. Clark, not having been brought up in a Jewish 
home, does not grasp is the attitude of our people toward anything 
that smacks of missionary efforts. Along with our mother’s milk 
we learned to think with scorn of a “geschmadt Yid,” one who 
ran away from his people, because after all life among the majority 
could be expected to be much easier, nor could we help suspect 
the motives for any such conversion. Together with this scorn 
went an outright aversion to any group or any literature received 
from such group using Hebrew or the Old Testament in the hopes 
of (I expect we considered it) “luring” us away. 

On the other hand, the Jewish group must also have difficulty 
grasping your approach to Judaism, Mrs. Clark. 

While now accepting most of the reasoning of Judaism, you 
were taught from earliest years that “Jesus loves me” and you see 
no need to discard this warm, reassuring tie since Jesus was 
Jewish and part of Jewish history. 

Try to understand, Mrs. Clark, as Milton Steinberg pointed out 
in Basic Judaism, that while Jews don’t accept much that is claimed 
for Jesus, as neither do some sects in Christianity, they are willing 
to believe that he was a good man and fine leader as well as a 
devoted Jew. But because of all the torture and persecution they 
have suffered in his name, it would be a great deal to expect, to 
have them now give him an honored place in Jewish life. ,

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Mr. Ben-Gurion Less Than Statesmanlike 


HE sharp words Premier David Ben- 
Gurion had for American Zionists prior 
to his departure for home can be divided into 


two principal groups. 


On the one hand, Ben-Gurion told the Amer- 


ican Zionists that they could not interfere in 
decisions of the Israel Government. 

On the other hand, he said he was unwilling 
to entrust the relationship of Israel with 
American Jewry to the sole keeping of the 

, Zionists of the U. S. 

With the first statement few will take ex- 
ception on theoretical grounds. But from a 
practical standpoint, Mr. Ben-Gurion may be 
talking only for publication or for effect. 

As long as Israel needs the economic support 
of American Jewry and its Zionists, so long 
will Israel pay special heed to the wishes of 
the U. S, Jewish community. No ‘better ex- 
emple is needed than Mapai’s swing away 
from many socialist precepts and practices. 

But it is with the second statement that The 
Post takes exception. 

Not only is it highly inconsistent, but it also 
was undiplomatic. 

It is based on a misconception of the Ameri- 
can Jewish community, a misconception so 
gross that it is difficult for an accurate observer 
of the American Jewish community to believe 
that Mr. Ben-Gurion actually made the state- 
ments attributed to him. 

It is unfortunate that on his tour of the U. S., 
Mr. Ben-Gurion was so guarded and so rushed 
that he had no opportunity to really study the 
U. S. Jewish community. It is also a pity that 
he evidently listened to only one group in U, S. 
Jewry, and did not have the helpful insight thgt 
might have been given to him had he been able 
to talk to people representing all walks of Jew- 
ish life in the U. S. 

From his utterances it can be deduced 
that the Prime*Minister envisages the Ameri- 
can Jewish community as practically 100 per- 
cent behind Israel in its every endeavor. If this 
analysis were accftrate, and it will be in a mat- 
ter of 10 to 15 years, then Mr. Ben-Gurion 
would be perfectly right in helping to disband 
the organized Zionist groups in favor of one 
overall Friend of Israel. 


Mr. Ben-Gurion asks U. S. Jewry to supply 
a chalutziut movement for Israel, and tells of 
the needs for spreading Hebrew education 
throughout the U. S. Jewish community. 

Will the B’nai B'rith, will the American Jew- 
ish Committee get behind a chalutziut move- 
ment? Will they, Mr. Ben-Gurion? 

As for economic investments and the buying 
of bonds, the Prime Minister must feel that 
Zionists aren’t the mainstay in these two neces- 
sary areas of work. 

But he is wrong here, too. 

Were it not for the fact that the other na- 
tional Jewish organizations recognized the 
strength and the ability of the Zionist organiza- 
tions, principally the ZOA, to swing the Ameri- 
can Jew behind economic aid to Israel, they 
would not have been, and this is no carping 
criticism of their splendid work for the bond 
drive, so willing to back the gigantic effort. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion seems to be classifying every 
Zionist as a Rabbi Silver. 

This, too, compounds the error. Benjamin 
Browdy may not be the strongest man in the 
ZOA, but when he threw the support of his or- 
ganization behind the bond drive, he was able 
to do so because he was speaking, whether he 
realized it or not, for the rank and file of the 
hundred-odd thousand Zionists in his organ- 
ization. 

Does Mr. Browdy deserve the words that Ben- 
Gurion uttered? Of course he doesn’t. Nor do 
the Zionist leaders from all parts of the nation, 
who have consecrated themselves to this one 
task now of setting the tiny state on its feet. 

The ZOA, if not Rabbi Silver, has learned to 
live with the American Jewish Committee and 
the B’naé B’rith, and the other American Jew- 
ish agencies now helping Israel. But is the or- 
ganization now supposed to yield the driver’s 
seat to someone who would just as soon pick up 
a live atomic bomb as hold the reins for a 
canter towards a strong Zionist objective. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion has misjudged the American 
Jewish community, and it is very unfortunate, 
He seems to have gone out of his way to alien- 
ate his friends. when he has no others towards 
whom he can turn. * 

Certainly this is less than statesmanlike, 


Only Mature Jewish Youth Will Abolish Fraternities 


HE disclosure that sororities are undemo- 
cratic and racially discriminatory made in 
Look Magazine comes as no surprise to Jews. 
The article reported that “Jewish girls can- 
not be pledged (by non-Jewish sororities) un- 
less they are exceptionally beautiful, talented 
or rich—and don’t look Jewish.” 

Even with these attributes of body and cash, 
it comes as a surprise to us, that some Jewish 
girls are able to “make” a non-Jewish sorority. 

The article declared further that every year 
there are Jewish girls who were willing to 
turn their backs on their heritage in order to 
gain membership in a non-Jewish sorority. 

The same article reports that the sacrifice 
is in vain, for these Jewish girls were soon 
referred to as the “Jewish Phi Phi” or the 
“Jewish Tri Dolt.” 

We aren’t concernéd with these Jewish girls, 
nor even with the Jewish girls who join a Jew- 
ish sorority. or the Jewish boy in the Jewish 
fraternity. Our concern is for the Jewish girl 
and boy who are ostracized from campus social 
life and often given warped personalities by 
being shunned by the “organized” groups, the 
Jewish fraternity and sorority. 

The bias of non-Jewish sororities against 
Jews merely draws the Jewish group together. 


o 


The bias of the Jewish sorority against Jewish 
girls splits the Jewish group. 

This is no simple problem. 

The Jewish sorority and fraternity were and 
are to a lesser extent in the nature of a pro- 
tective device against the exclusion of the non- 
Jewish fraternity and sorority. 

But the Jewish country club is exactly the 
same evil, filling the same place in the cities 
as the fraternity and sorority do on the cam- 
pus. 

But in the case of the country club, the ex- 
cluded are adults well able to withstand re- 
pudiation by colleagues, On the campus 
impressionable youth, very often away from 
home for the first time, are dealt a terrific 
social blow, so traumatic that often recovery 
is never complete. 

If the Jewish fraternity system is to be suc- 
cessfully abolished, it will have to be done by 
a Jewish youth matured to the point where 
after weighing the evils and disadvantages, 
convinces itself to change a situation which 
can only cause harm. 

Any other method would serve only to 
alienate Jewish youth, and bring on a resent- 
ment which would lead eventually to a rein- 
troduction of the system at a later date. 


Authority In Jewish 


OTH at its forthcoming convention and at 

studies conducted in an institute, the Re- 
form rabbinate will concentrate on the prob- 
em of authority in Judaism. 

The selection of this theme for exploration 
it the present time indicates the alertness of 
ihe leaders of the Reform rabbinate. 

There is no more pressing question in U.S. 
fudaism today than the problem of establish- 
ng some kind of authority“in Jewish practice. 

The dominant characteristic of American 
fudaism today, not alone that of Reform, but 
‘ven more so in relation to Orthodoxy, is its 
thaos. The anarchism in Judaism today is no 
‘omplimeht to a religion which has always

stressed the unity of God and the world and 
the purposefulness of existence. 

The chaos is no little contributing factor to 
the lack of faith of American Jewry. 

This is a serious problem and deserves all 
the attention it can be given. 

No authoritarian solution will improve the 
situation. 

What will be required is patient education 
of the laity, But a start must be made, as it 


is being made in many areas of Jewish reli- 


gious practice. What is needed is the setting 
up of an intelligent overall goal toward which 
the community can work, even if most slowly.

invited me to Camp Wohelo 
where the National Federation of 
Jewish Men’s Clubs and the Uni- 
ted Synagogue of American and 
the National Academy of Adult 
Jewish Studies of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary of America 
are sponsoring their third annual 
week-end Jewish laymen’s insti- 
tute. 

I can’t get away to attend either 
of these institutes, but I appreci- 
ate the invitations. 

At Wohelo, seventy-five Jewish 
leaders from the Seaboard reg- 
ion will hear Prof. Abraham J.

Readers of this column need 
no extravagant words of praise 
to know what I think about 
these institutes. Which is why I 
am considerably depressed by the 
fact that the institute arranged 
by the Indiana State Association 
of B’nai B'rith had to be can- 
celled for lack of response from 
the Jewish community. Any one 
of the major rabbis in Indiana, 
had he been concerned about put- 
ting over a project like this, 
could have provided the full nec- 
essary complement of “students” 
in a matter of hours. Or -were 
there an Indiana Association of 
Rabbis, the same result could 
have been achieved. 


But here I am completely for- 
getting Mrs. Mensh’s request for 
suggestions. 


I will take for granted that she 
has already considered the idea 
of an institute at Wildacres 
limited only to women. This is 
a natural, and would be so suc- 
cessful, that unlike the staid men 
who need an explosion to get 
them to move, its enthusiasm 


would spread the Wildacres idea 
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acroSS cre nmacrom mi a Matter o¢ 
a year or two. 

But I would like to make a“ 
other observation. 

For some reason, there 
to be an affinity in the American 
Jewish community between its 
rabbis and its matrons. Why this 
should be, I will leave te the 
psychiatrist, except maybe to of. 
fer the point that the Married 
Jewish women whose husbands 
are industrial tycoons and men 
chants, find their inborn idealisn 
continually repressed by 
ruthless fight for the dollar. The 
rabbi, on the other hand is the 
man of G-d and the embodiment 
of idealism. 

Whether this free analysis ig 
valid or not, it still remains that 
the rabbi can usually twine the 
women of the congregation 
around his little finger. It is a). 
most like a cult. He can lead 
the women to the fountain of 
knowledge, and what is more, he 
can make them drink. 

This is the clue then, Mrs, 
Mensh. If you can get the rabbis 
to ‘work with you, you are two. 
thirds of the way to an effective 
program of adult Jewish educa. 
tion. 

Most sisterhoods and auxiliar. 
ies now have study groups, but 
these need organization on a 
state-wide or national basis, with 
a set national curriculum and a 
system of credits, etc. Whether 
the B'nai B’rith women could put 
over a project so tremendous as 
this, I would hesitate to say, but 
certainly it is worth considering, 

Then perhaps the summer jn. 
stitutes like Wildacres could he 
a sort of reward to the most 
promising students. 

But the key, I repeat once 
again, is the rabbi. The Jewish 
male is too cynical to follow the 
rabbi as blindly as do the women, 

It very possibly could be that 
the real revival of Judaism in 
America will have to be effected 
through the women. As _ the 
mothers of the future generation, 
it is obvious that once the 
women are captured, a creative 
Jewish community of the future 
is assured. 

Well, that’s all the free ideas 
for this ,week, Mrs. Mensh. For 
five more subscriptions, I will 
give you some ideas for saving 
the world.

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Local Pros Real Heads of Communities Is Charge as U.S. Jewry Hit | 


LONDON—The U.S. Jewish community came in 
for sharp criticism on two fronts in the British em- 
pire this week. , 

Writing in The Jewish Chronicle of London, Sir 
Edwin Samuei, who has just returned from a tour 
of the U.S. for the United Jewish Appeal, declared 
in a copyrighted article that the highly paid drive 
director in each city in the U.S. “with his autocratic 
powers, is becoming the real head of the local com- 
munity.” 

Rabbi, Teacher In Eclipse 

“The rabbi and the teacher are in the shade.” 
Samuel declared, pointing out that “this is not a 
healthy development.” 

Several thousand miles away, in South Africa, 
Prof. Simon Halkin, of the Hebrew University, criti- 
cized the Jewish leadership of the U.S. for ‘unwar- 
ranted optimism” about the future of the Jewish 
group in the US. 

“The American young man and woman were only 
conscious of their Jewish identification,” Halkin de- 
clared, according to The Zionist Record, of Johannes- 
burg, “when he or she was asked to certify religion 
or birth in a certificate or when they felt the anti- 
Semitic motive.”
